1 have been informed that you have ooiapleted a doovaaentary on the JFK 
assasElnation and are preparing another on the King assassination, in 
association with Mark Lane, Don Freed and others. 

'Ehare la a popular mythology, popular among plagiarists and other 
kinds of literary thieves, that once nonfiction is published it be- 
comes taieir property. Btlshas, in fact, become the praetioe of the 
glib ones to whom original, honest work ia foreign and self -promotion 
is an flind unto itself, '-/ith repetition these sick and amoral people 
come to believe they actually did work they steal. They also 
<M»5» t© believe themselves real experts when they are not, except in 
Idjelr self -promotions . 

Obviously, until It la out I have no way of knowing the content of 
yow film, as I also have no way of knowing what you will include in 
that on the King assasaination. I do krujw that it is sos^tims neces- 
sary to deal on a basis of trust, especially if one ooams to believe 
Idiese self -promotions wiUiout knowing whether or not there Is a fao- 
Intal basis for them. I can also assxtme you felt you had rea£c n to 
impart trust. 

Jlowever, what troublea ®s about a limitless willingnasB to assume oiay 
good faith on your part and that, if there is dishonesty la your 
duction., it ia all innocent ia a sis«)l8 fact* It is not possibl^to 
consult any standard research source or ai^ good library without know- 
ing that, beginning with tbe very first book on the Warren Commission, 
1 have published more than anyone else on this subject and have filed 
KOVB Freedom of Information re<^uests and lawsuits on it than anyone 
else if not all ethers combined. Yet you have not been in touch with 
vais, 

Vihatever yo\ir impression of then may be or whatever you nay have been 
told about them by tt^tasalves and others, from |Qr personal experience 
sou are dealing with a long-time crook and a would-be crook if he has 
not succeeded with others, plus an odd bag hanging onto them while 
nibbling away at the work of others.

Bbccept as a 
iaeasur<E» of the mn aod his etd3j.cs ami as one of the najor assists 
of tajat p«lod to the wany federal nisereants, this is of no real 
eonsequenee. With considerable wlsrepresentation - and on ag- wm 
show and to ay face - Hark represented sy work as his own. ®»at, 
after I had read his apotheosis of personal dishonesty la Clttsan”a 
Dissent, was a bit too wueh. So I let him have it, then aiS*‘tSor«7 
on the air. He weaseled and pled a ”printer**s error‘s. On the tiwe 
out for a coisweroial, he said he would p\moh wy nose after the show.

linne said that this "printer’s &rvor’' would b« eoiu*aeted in subse- 
quent prints. X have the reprint and because It was not a printer's 
error but was lane in his natural crookedness it was not "corrected,*

IQiis and badiaouthins as ho travels are the real Lane. 

'Che last tiiss I received a report that he had thrsatsned to sue loo 
when I was truthful in response to questions about hln, I wrote hln 
a certified letter in which 1 said thht if tdiat was reported was not 
enou^ basis for suit then hs could use what I then wrote. And if 
ibhat were not ©aou^, give hln noi^. He has not responded. 

It will be his aost dospeipute nonent if he ever does. This is tragic 
because ha is able.

IQie prior reooz^s of such 
projects and of your reported associates do not enoourage faith in 
the probability. And you arc mt an expert on either subject, as rc- 
loarkably few are. So you also nay have no way of knowing. 
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Howeveis b«oa«use joxxr filn has not yet been issned* I surest the 
GovBPBo of caution and fairness ~ to you, your baokirs, your insttrars 
and otiiiers of Uhon I an one - requires that you assure yourself while 
there reisains tins* One mans Is by sending ras a eopy of the script 
or a tape of sound-track. If you want farther judgments, there 
are two college professors I can recomend, men who are affiliated 
witti no group. I would also strox^ly reoossmnd a brilliant yomg law 
student who has written his own excellent book a^ is one of the few 
authentic experts, as distinguished from ^ synthetics created by 
iihelr owi salf-pronoti<»aa. 

On the King assassination, I have a new work largely completed, 1?he 
damage to me from unauthorised use of any of work will not, 
therefore, le Ximljod to what esut be done to my earlier work.

Tb» not 
result of what he does serves the Departments of Disinformation. 

If it is outside your experience, then I toll you the spookerles all 
dio this kind of thing. Bxecutive Action is cribbed ftem on© such 
piroduct, certainly from the eounterpax^ of the CIA, SDSOE, 

piossibly also from the CIA. Ihoss kinds of excesses do not serve 
principle, do not Inform people but mislead them and do destroy all 
orodibility, Ihose without concern for credibility are without 
concern for these, eons equ^ces of what they do.
